Passengers aboard a Greyhound 
bus from Edmonton to 
Winnipeg yesterday recounted a 
scene from a horror movie, 
when a man stabbed another 
rider repeatedly in the neck be¬ 
fore cutting his head off. 

Garnet Caton told CBC News 
he was riding directly in front of 
the victim Wednesday evening. 
The young man was sleeping 
with headphones on. Caton said 
he heard a “blood-curdling 
scream,” and turned to find the 
attacker gouging at the man 
with a large knife. 

“He must have stabbed him 50 
times or 60 times,” Caton said. 

“Like, just everywhere, arms, 
legs, neck, chest, guts, wherever 
he could swing it, he got it,” said 
Cody Olmstead, another passen¬ 
ger who witnessed the horrifying 


After a man who boarded a bus in 
Edmonton Wednesday was stabbed 
and decapitated en route to Win¬ 
nipeg, passengers waited uneasily at 
the Edmonton Greyhound station 
• "I feel unsafe and I won't be sleep¬ 
ing, that's for sure," said Lloyd min¬ 
ster-bound passenger Brian Bowey.

“When we came back on the 
bus, it was visible at the end of 
the bus he was cutting the guy’s 
head off and pretty much gutting 
him up,” Caton said. 

The attacker slashed at the men 
with the knife as they ran outside, 
and they were able to barricade 
the doors so he couldn’t escape. 


“While we were watching the 
door, he calmly walks up to the 
front with the head in his hand 
and the knife and just calmly 
stares at us and drops the head 
right in front of,” Caton said. 

RCMP rushed to the scene on 
the side of an empty highway, 20 
km west of Portage La Prairie, 
Manitoba, and arrested a 40-year- 
old man when he tried to jump 
out a window. 

Greyhound spokesman Eric 
Wesley said passengers aren’t 
searched when boarding buses in 
Canada, but that the company is 
working with Transport Canada 
to enhance security. 

“Obviously this is a tragic inci¬ 
dent, and our condolences do go 
out to the victim’s family,” Wes¬ 
ley said.

Edmonton hockey fans 
will have a new man to 
praise or second-guess, 
depending on the fortunes 
of the Oilers next season.

general manager. Tambelli¬ 
ni worked with Lowe in a 
management role for a 
number of Canadian na¬ 
tional teams, including the 
men’s squad that won gold 
at the 2002 Olympics. 

Lowe praised Tambellini’s 
skill as a hockey executive, 
and said he is a good fit 
with the Oilers’ current 
management team in terms 
of personality and attitude.

“In my estimation, and 
many people in hockey feel 
the same way, Steve’s the 
strongest candidate in hock¬ 
ey at the executive level 
who wasn’t a general man¬ 
ager,” said Lowe, Oilers’ GM 
since June 2000. 

Tambellini did not com¬ 
ment on his plans for the 
team, preferring to evaluate 
the players during training 
camp. He did, however, ex¬ 
press his excitement and 
good fortune to be joining 
the Oilers, a team he be¬ 
lieves has great potential. 

Lowe said the manage¬ 
ment shift was somewhat 
unexpected, coming togeth¬ 
er in the last four to six 
days. It is the result of a 
mandate from new Oilers’ 
owner Daryl Katz to 
strengthen the Oilers’ man¬ 
agement team, he added. 

“We realize that there are 
more and more demands in 
this business at this level, 
and in order to get the job 
done you need more people 
doing it.

Other shop managers on 
Jasper are also happy about 
proposed changes, which 
may include the addition of 
angle parking and the dis¬ 
mantling of the medians in 
the middle of the street. 
However, the entrepreneurs 


expect headaches during 
construction. 

“It’ll kind of suck until it’s 
finished, but it’ll be good 
when it’s done,” said Cord 
Harvey, owner of the Wok 
Box on Jasper. Neither Joly 
nor Harvey think the period 
of reconstruction will hurt 
their bottom line. 

“Maybe it will have a bit 
of an impact at night, but 
we get most of our clients 
from the office towers dur¬ 
ing the day, and they come 
in on foot,” Harvey said. 

“Edmonton is growing 
everyday, and Jasper Ave. 
hasn’t been touched for a 
long time — it could really 
use a makeover,” says Ryan 
Palmer, branch manager of 
InstaLoans on Jasper. “It’ll 
be a pain until it’s finished, 
but it’ll be better for eveiy- 
one in the long run.”

A downtown landlord is 
reeling with more 
questions than answers, 
after a “perfect tenant” 
was taken away in cuffs af¬ 
ter his wife was found 
dead in their apartment 

“These are good, nice, 
gentle, kind people, and I 
don’t understand what’s 
happened,” landlord Allan 
Thompson said yesterday. 

Marin Sole, a scrap yard 
worker, was found in his 
first floor apartment of a 
building on 109 Avenue 
and 106 Street with his 
wife’s body, after a mental 
health crisis worker sent 
police looking for him. 

Thompson said that 
around 4:30 p.m. Wednes¬ 
day, police knocked on his 
door with the slain 
woman’s nieces. 

“They wanted to get into 
the suite real bad, and so I 
thought they were worried 
somebody might be sick or 
something,” Thompson 
said. “They had to push 
open the door because it 


had been barricaded from 
the inside. Marin was 
locked in his bedroom, and 
they eventually got him 
out and took him away.” 

Thompson said that the 
couple spoke to each other 
with “terms of endear¬ 
ment,” and that that they 
seemed to have a good re¬ 
lationship. 


“Marin and his wife have 
been tenants of mine since 
2000. They were always on 
time with their rent. 
They’re good people, they 
don’t party, they don’t use 
drugs, and they don’t do 
an 5 d:hing illegal. I mean, 
they’re good people and 
it’s so shocking.” 

Thompson said the cou¬ 


ple immigrated to Canada 
from Cambodia in the ear¬ 
ly ’90s. 

He said that Sole looked 
“agitated” when police 
lead him away for ques¬ 
tioning. Police have not of¬ 
ficially released the 
woman’s identity, but did 
confirm that her husband 
was being questioned.

Prentice addresses text fee increase

“We don’t have a heavy 
regulatoiy burden on the 
cellular industry.

Prentice made it plain 
last month that he wasn’t 
happy with the fees, to

Telus subscribers for those 
whose plans don’t include 
a text message bundle. 

Since raising the issue, 
the minister said, he has 
had a “healthy exchange” 
with George Cope, presi¬ 


dent and chief executive of 
Bell Canada Enterprises 
and plans to meet with 
Telus president Darren En- 
tvdstle next week. 

Spokespeople for Bell 
and Telus would not com¬ 
ment on the minister’s re¬ 
marks yesterday. 

They have said in the 
past that customers can 
contact them to have 
charges for spam messages 
deleted from their bills. 

While it’s unclear just 


what Prentice plans to do, 
some analysts and con¬ 
sumer advocates were 
pleased the minister has 
weighed in.

“Across the country, 
that would give an infh- 
sion of cash every single 
year - cash raised from 
the people using the 
transportation system,” 
he said near the Halifax 
ferry terminal. 

He said Liberal Leader 


Stephane Dion’s carbon 
tax would cost Halifax’s 
transit $2 million over 
four years in diesel tax, 
but his plan would invest 
$37.6 million. 


A cap-and-trade system 
would take years to imple¬ 
ment, said Liberal MP Ge¬ 
off Regan in an interview.

The list of “eight don’t 
asks” was issued by the 
Dongcheng district Propa¬ 
ganda Department as a 
guide for locals about how 
to show proper hospitality, 
a department spokesman 
said. 

“Don’t ask about income 
or expenses, don’t ask 
about age, don’t ask about 
love life or marriage, don’t

Bowman to join Blackhawks front office 

The Chicago Blackhawks named Scotty Bowman as the team's sen¬ 
ior advisor of hockey operations yesterday, metro news services

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It was 1979 when I first 
met Leif Pettersen. I was a 
rookie CFL reporter with 
The Globe and Mail. He 
was a lanky receiver with 
the Hamilton Tiger-Cats. 

After a tough loss on a 
frigid afternoon, I sat down 
beside him in the Ticats’ 
locker room to pick his 
brain. He was chain smok¬ 
ing. He must have gone 
through 10 cigarettes in 10 
minutes as he dissected the 
game. I was on deadline, 
but he wouldn’t let me 
leave until he was done. 

And I realized then that 
the man could analyze 
football. He was a natural 
for the broadcast booth, 
with movie-star looks, a 
reasonable command of 
the English language and a 
high-pitched voice that en¬ 
abled him to hammer 
home his main points with 
verbal exclamation marks. 


So up to the booth he 
eventually went. And, at 
the beginning of what 
turned out to be an illustri¬ 
ous 18-year broadcasting 
career (10 more years than 
he played), Pettersen was 
teamed with the legendaiy, 
late Pat Marsden. Pat took 
Leif under his wing and 
made his transition even 
easier. Somehow, I can see 
Pat welcoming Leif again 
today, as the two reunite. 

Pettersen died this week 
at only 57, the victim of an 
apparent heart attack. 
What a shocker. He ap¬ 
peared to be in very good 
shape, was a successful 
businessman and was nev¬ 
er short of friends. 

One of his closest was 
Keith Pelley, his former 
boss at TSN. Pettersen was 
the best man at Pelley’s 
wedding. When Pelley be¬ 
came the president of the 
Toronto Argonauts, he 
hired Pettersen as a club 
ambassador and persuaded 
him to speak to business 
groups in a bid to sell sea¬ 
son tickets. When Pelley 
quit the Argos last year to 
become chief of the CTV-

REVIEW For someone who 
keeps saying he “really 
hates mummies,” Brendan 
Fraser sure keeps coming 
back to them a lot. If he 
just listened to his charac¬ 
ter’s own empty rantings 
of detest, maybe he (and 
we) would’ve been much 
better off. 

In this third offering of 
the successful franchise, 
adventurer Rick O’Connell 
returns to action taking his 
wife (Maria Bello sporting 
a spotty British accent) to 
China to deliver a leg- 
endaiy diamond. 

There, he learns his son 
(Luke Ford) dug up the 


tomb of evil Emperor Han 
(Jet li) and ... well, to spare 
you the contrived plot de¬ 
tails, just assume that blood 


is spilt, the Emperor awak¬ 
ens and as Rick O’Connell 
exclaims, “There’s a mum¬ 
my on the loose!” 


Now, nobody should ex¬ 
pect perfection out of this 
type of popcorn movie, but 
at least give us a reason¬ 


able stoiy and a shred of 
intelligent dialogue. 

Here, lines are so base¬ 
less, expositoiy and unfun¬ 
ny that when a yak yaks on 
one character, he declares 
“the yak yakked.” Wasn’t 
that a throwaway line 
from Abbott & Costello 
Meet the Mummy? 

Sure, there are plenty of 
crazy visual effects of war¬ 
riors, a dragon and even 
yetis (what, no mid-20th 
centuiy goblins?) but they 
only serve to mildly dis¬ 
tract from a tedious, 
laboured storyline. 

At Comic-Con in San 
Diego recently, Fraser de¬ 
scribed this film as a “love 
stoiy.” 

Well, this is as much a 
love story as There Will Be 
Blood is a meditation on 
daily products. 

And basically, that’s 
why this movie stinks — a 
clear lack of focus, direc¬ 
tion and yes, even “love” 
leaves this mummy as 
thrilling as a 2,000-year- 
old bag of bones.

REVIEW A triangle connects 
the three main characters 
in The Wackness, though 
it isn’t love they share, but 
high-grade weed. Luke 
(Josh Peck) was a self-des¬ 
cribed zero in high school, 
though his cachet as a pot 
dealer is probably the only 
thing that’s kept him from 
tipping down the teenage 
social precipice. 

In the summer between 
graduation and university, 
he falls for former class¬ 
mate Stephanie (Olivia 
Thirlby), the stepdaughter 
of Dr. Squires (Ben Kings¬ 
ley), one of his best cust¬ 
omers. 

Luke has been trading 
weed for analysis, but he 
and the older man develop 
a bond when Stephanie, in 
the city for the summer 
and flattered by Luke’s 
awkward crush, decides to 
hang out with him as he 
deals baggies of grass from 
an ice-cream cart. 

Josh Peck captures the 
mannerisms of a teenage 
boy, and the easily bruised 
emotions that lie beneath 
the bravado. Thirlby is just 
as good as Stephanie, per¬ 
fectly embod 5 dng the sort 
of girl most boys fall for — 
self-confident with a slight 
edge in emotional maturi¬ 
ty over any boy the same 
age.

FEATURE To sum up Pineap¬ 
ple Express, Seth Rogen 
simply has to think back to 
what star producer Judd 
Apatow suggested he and 
writing partner Evan Gold¬ 
berg tackle next after pen¬ 
ning surprise hit Superbad: 
“A weed action movie.” 

For those who are familiar 
with the Vancouver-born 
actor/writer, it’s not totally 
out of character. 

“Me and Evan thought 
that could be rad,” Rogen 
admitted recently in Los 
Angeles. “Basically, we 
started thinking if we 
could make a movie that 
was kind of a weed movie 
and an action movie and 
(had) a real friendship sto- 
ly to it, that would be our 
favorite movie ever.” 

Hitting theatres next Fri¬ 
day, the comedy tells the 
tale of Dale (Rogen), a 
slothful process server 
who spins into weed-en¬ 
hanced panic after witness¬ 


ing a mur¬ 
der. In 
despera¬ 
tion, Dale 
seeks 
refuge 
with his 
dope deal¬ 
er Saul 
(James 
Seth Rogen Franco), 

but the 
two unlikely companions 
are soon being chased by 
crooked cops, henchmen 
and a ridiculous mid-level 
dealer (Danny McBride). 

Now, Rogen may have 
perfected the innocent, 
Stoner t5q)e with his turn 
in last summer’s hit 
Knocked Up, but he insists 
Dale is a far ciy from play¬ 
ing pot-smoker-turned- 
proud papa Ben Stone. “To 
me, the fact that a charac¬ 
ter smokes weed isn’t real¬ 
ly what I hang my hat on 
necessarily. I mean, 
Arthur and James Bond 
aren’t the same because 
they both drink,” reasons 
Rogen. Besides, both Ro¬ 
gen and Goldberg set out 


to make an action movie; 
not a romantic comedy a la 
Knocked Up. 

Both were huge fans of 
‘80s action hits like Lethal 
Weapon, Die Hard and ba¬ 
sically “an 5 fthing with Bri¬ 
an Bosworth in it”. To 
make it authentic, Rogen 
knew they had to get phys¬ 
ical and even take on a few 
stunts. “Ya, we hurt our¬ 
selves,” brags Rogen. 
“Franco cracked his face 
open; McBride cracked the 
back of his head open” — 
resulting in a concussion, 
thanks in part to Franco, 
who struck McBride with a 
water-filled bong. 

“We’re all friends. It’s 
veiy bonding to beat the 
crap out of each other,” 
laughs Rogen. “It was very 
physical; you’re in some¬ 
what homoerotic posi¬ 
tions; lots of me on Dan¬ 
ny’s back. I rode Danny’s 
back for two days.” 
Ghimes in McBride: “Some¬ 
times it wasn’t even during 
the movie.”

FEATURE Director Jonathan 
Levine probably could have 
saved a lot of money if he’d 
opted for setting The Wack¬ 
ness, his coming-of-age 
film starring Ben Kingsley 
and Josh Peck, in the here 
and now instead of in the 
New York of the early ’90s, 
when Rudolph Giuliani 
was cracking down on 
crime and hip hop was go¬ 
ing mainstream with acts 
like A Tribe Galled Quest 
and De La Soul. The 30- 
year-old director insists, 
though, the setting is es¬ 
sential to his stoiy, and his 
ability to write it. 

“Basically I started out 
with the ‘write what you 
know’ adage in my head,” 
Levine tells me, “and if I 
tried to write a coming-of- 
age film for kids in 2008 I 
would have gotten it all 
wrong — I just don’t know 
what they do, with their 
Facebooking and MySpac- 
ing and whatever they do. 
So that was the first rea¬ 
son, and when I started 
writing it I started infusing 
it with more and more of 
my own personal memo¬ 
ries from the time, and the 
biggest thing was that the 
Giulianification of New 
York was such a good alle- 


goiy for what these two 
people are tiying to figure 
out as far as their own exis¬ 
tential dilemmas, and be¬ 
yond that I just wanted to 
use a bunch of the music 
from the time because I 
liked it. 

“It was very specific to 
this person that it was a 
time when hip hop was 
crossing over into white, 
suburban culture, and I 
think the spirit of hip hop 
was something (Josh Peck’s 
Luke) latches onto — it’s 
the music of his rebellion. 
And for me that was a veiy 
defining time, so I guess I 
wanted to have a character 
who was defining himself 
in these hip hop terms but 
wasn’t a one-dimensional 
human being. For me, also 
at the time New York was 
— I don’t want to sound 
like an old curmudgeon — 
but a much more vibrant 
world. There were these 
different subcultures 
bumping up against each 
other, and there was Giu¬ 
liani tiying to enforce 
these laws that pissed peo¬ 
ple off, and you couldn’t go 
an 5 Avhere without people 
complaining about Giu¬ 
liani.” 

Like almost any coming- 
of-age stoiy. The Wackness 
is suffused with a melan¬ 
choly spirit that Levine 
says is unavoidable with

youth, like Luke, in the 
grey area between their 
teen years and adulthood. 

“I think it’s a combina¬ 
tion of things — melan¬ 
choly or bittersweet, it’s 
kind of a fine line between 
the two. It’s like a combina¬ 
tion of ‘This is a veiy diffi¬ 
cult time for me,’ mixed 
with ‘This is the only time 
I’m gonna be this young 
and innocent.’ It’s about 
this perpetual loss that 
keeps going on, whether 
it’s a loss of innocence or a 
loss of youth. That’s not al¬ 
ways a happy thing — it’s 
kind of a bummer. But at 
the same time there are im¬ 
portant lessons. I hope (my 
movie) is more bittersweet 
than melancholy, but it’s a 
dark place to go. The good 
thing is that when you’re 
young is that it washes off 
your back in a way that it 
doesn’t when you’re older.”
